The cocurted two and - one-half 
miles from Central Valley on the West Point 
road.. Mr. Benedict and Mr. Kane left Tux- 
edo for West Point at 11 o’clock this morn- 
ing.. Mrs. Benedict and her daughter pre- 
ceded them, driving. All were to be the 
guests over night of one of the officers at 


hours ahead of her husband and Mr Kane. 

The machine in which the two men were to 
make the trip weighs 1,800 pounds. Mr. 
Benedict took up automobiling some time 
ago and it was thought by this time that he 
had become quite expért at it.. His machine 
was one of those built for high speed and Mr. 
Benedict frequently drove it at the rate of 
thirty miles an. hour. 

They. made the distance between Tuxedo 
and Central Valley in good time, arriving at 
Central Vallem. about noon, Mr. Benedict 
operated the machine and had. Mr. Kane on 
the seat with him, while the chauffetir sat on 
behind. After getting in a stock of gasoline 
they started for West Point about 12:20. |

Aécording to) Mr.’ Kané the machine was 
driven at such speed after leaving here that 
he, not having had! any experience, feared 
that an accident would happen and cau- 
tioned Mr. Benedict, who only laughed at 
him. When they began to ascend the hill 


course the machine went mowly until the 
top was reached. —— 

Just before’ resthing the top tt began to 
rain, and Mr, Benedict suggested that, to 
keep dry, they put a rubber blanket over 
their laps. This was done. 

- When the top was reached the machine 

"gathered speed and started down the other 
side at such a rate that Mr. Benedict at once 
gaw he must use the brake. The machine 
he. was driving is braked by a lever in the 
-bettom, worked by the feet of the operator. 
There are two other levers, one to reduce 
speed and the other to increase it. 

Mr. Benedict, on account of the rubber 
blanket, presumably put his foot on the 
wrong lever, for the machine suddenly start- 
ed forward with increased velocity. 


| Machine Turrs Somersault. 

Mr. Benedict shouted over to Mr. Kane lo 
‘hold on and then he tried to find the brake. 
As he did so it is presumed he turned the 
wheel by which he was steering. The ma- 


swayed completely at right angles to its 
course and shot up the bank at the side of 
the road. This bank is one about five feet 
high, but so great was the machine’s velocity 
that it turned a complete somersault and 
land on its back. 

Mr. Kane, who had rather prepared him- 
self for something.of this kind, was thrown 


arm was broken and a thumb dislocated, 

while his head was badly cut. The chauffeur 
was thrown in the same manner, but escaped 
with trifling injury. 

They at once hastened to the assistance of 
Mr. Benedict, who was lying on his face be- 
neath the machine. The steering wheel kept . 
the machine a little distance above his head, 
which he was able to move a little, but the 
entire weight of the machine was on his 
back. He was just able to speak and said to 
Kane: ** You must go for help; Iam dying.” 

Kane and the chauffeur tried in vain to move 
the machine, but were unable to do so. In 
their desperation they threw their bodies 
against it, but still it would not move. Mr.

Injured Men Run for Aid.

For organizing the Conkey plant strikers 
and doing picket work at Hammond Edward 
‘E. Bessette was thrown into jail at In- 
dianapolis yesterday on a $250 fine. 

Bessette is an officer of Typographical 
Union No. 16 of Chicago,.and had been in 
Hammond ever since the strike began. He 
was charged with violating the Injunction 
issued om Aug. 24 by Judge Baker of the | 
United States Court. After a trial lasting 
three days he was found guilty and punish- | 
ment was fixed at a fine of $250." 

The court declined to accept any bond pend- 
ing appeal and allowed sixty days in which 
to prepare an appeal. Bessette then was 
taken to jail. He decided not to stay in jail 
for the purpose of appealing and his friends 
are raising a fund to pay the fine. He thinks 
the fine will be paid tomorrow. . 


Bessette a Co-conspirator. 

In giving his ruling Judge Baker spoke for 
an hour. He said Bessette was tried on thie 
theory that he was a co-conspirator with the 
strikers who violated the injunction. 

“ This court is not concerned with the or- 
ganization of labor unions in this.case,’’ 
Judge Baker said. “ It is not a matter of mo-

Strike Called Ten Weeks Ago. 

The strike in the Conkey works was called 
ten weeks ago, following the discharge of 
seven employés who had been prominent in 
efforts to untonize the plant. On Aug. 24a 
temporary injunction was issued by Judge 
Baker restraining the strikers or their 
friends from interfering with or molesting 
employés of the plant or encroaching on the 
grounds. Although little violence was done, 
the strikers refused to heed the warning not 
to ‘coerce or influence the employés, and fif- 
teen of the men were cited for contempt. | 

In Hammond the decision of Judge. Baker 
in Bessette’s case excites little interest. 
The cases against the other men cited for 
contempt are set for Oct. 25, but an agree- 
ment is being negotiated for.a continuance 
to some date in November, and it is rumored 
in Hammond that the casee may never go 
to trial, as none of the strikers now remains 
in the town. All have secured situations 
elsewhere. 

The riot cases against the Hammond strik- 
ers filed in the Lake County Superior Court 
on the charge of assaulting Max Keiser have 
béen dismissed, as Keiser now admits hecan- 
not identify any of his assailants. | 


Judge Kohlsaat’s Decision. 

The decision of Judge Kohisaat, delivered 
on the restraining order issued by him against 
the striking machinists of the Allis-Chalmers 
plant, was followed by the service of copies 
of the order on the men affected by it. Leon 
Hornstein, the attorney of the strikers, de- 
clares that omissions and interpolations 
have greatly broadened the scope of the first 
order, and that the men are ordered to re- 
frain from “ inducing or persuading ”’ rather 
than “ threatening and tntimidating,” as set 
forth in the preliminary injunction. 

Pending the order of tomorrow the pickets 
of the strikers are performing their. work 
in a listless manner, and appear ready to 
forsale the positions on demand.

GENERAL WALTER PAYNE DEAD. 


Former Commander-in-Chief of the Sons 
of Veterans Expires at Augus- |

General Walter 8S. Payne, 5801 Erie street, 
Austin, for a number of years Commander- | 
in-Chief of the Sons dof Veterans, died yes- 
terday morning at the Augustana Hospital 


on Monday. Generel Payne and family came 
to Chicago from Fostoria, O., last April. He 
was born in 1837 in Victory Mills, N. Y., and 
in 1857 came West and settled in Wiscon- 
sin. In April, 1861, he enlisted in the Fourth 
Wisconsin: During the civil war he was 
promoted five times for bravery and efficient 
service, receiving while a Colonel the appoint- 
ment of Adjutant.

NEW RUSSIAN BATTLESHIP - 
MEETS ITS FIRST MISHAP. 


Retvizan Crew Sent Out for Small Boat 
Drill—Cutter Is Swamped, Rapid Fire 
Gun Lost, and 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 19.—[(Special.]—The 
crew of the new Russian battleship Retvizan 
was called out for small boat drill, and asa _ 
result a ship’s cutter was sunk, a rapid fire 
bow gun lost in twenty fathoms of water, 
and a sailor was nearly drowned. 

The Russians decided today to send out all 
their steam. launches and landing cutters for 
a gun drill. There was'a particularly nasty 
sea on at the time, and J. Harry Mull, who 
was watching the falling. barometer and the 
progress of the boats decided that they need- 
ed some larger craft to look after them. 
The tug Dione, was therefore ordered to fol- 
low and stand/by. This forethought doubt- 
less saved four lives. ; 

In the open.sea.the six-pounders of the 
steam launches and the one-pounders in the 
bows of the cutters were fired repeatedly. 
During the drill a cutter, built of galvanised 
metal, swirled around and crashed its bow 
into one of the steam launches, tearing a 
great hole above its own water line. 

The cutter swamped and sunk like a lump 
of lead, and four men were floundering in 
Three of them were hauled in 
not much the worse for their ducking, but 
the fourth man, who could not swim, 
away in the breakers.

The boat went down in twenty fathoms of 
water and carried with it a rapid fire gun.

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Rear Admiral Francis M. Bunce 


Hartford, Conn., Oct. 19.—Rear Admiral 
Francis M. Bunce, U. 8. N. (retired), died this 
morning at his home here. 

Rear Admiral Bunce was one of the veter- 
ans of the civil war,in which he rendered 
most distinguished service. He was the 
predecessor of Sicard as Commander-in- 
Chief of the North Atlantic squadron, and 
was more active than any naval officer of his 
time in improving the navy to meet modern 
requirements. 

After the outbreak of the Spanish war he 
Was commandant of the New York navy 
yard. The Rear Admiral re by age limit 
on Dec. 25, 1808. 

The death of Rear Admiral Bunce, while 
sudden, wae not entirely unexpected, as his 
family had been warned to expect the worst. 
Last May cancer of the tongue developed, 
and an operation in Boston resulted in the 
removal of the Admiral’s to e In Sep- 
tember the disease attacked the throat, and 
the patient grew weaker from that time, 
fighting a hopeless battle with the courage 
which has always characterized the man.

Take the policeman for instance. The chil- 
dren would be interested to find out what he 
does, why he has to take a man against his 
will to jail, who pays him, where does his 
money come. frem, and other interesting 
questions. Much depends in starting the in- 
stinct for good government and good citizen- 
ship among the children of the schools.” 
Professor Charles Zeublin of the University 
of Chicago addressed the teachers on ‘ De- 
mocracy and Education.’’ In the course of 
his address he said: | 
‘‘ Bociety will indeed be in a sorry plight 
if everybody is compelled to earn a livelihood 
by his wits. This appears to be the general 
aim of present educational methods. We 
must teach people to do things with their 
hands. Andrew Carnegie would do more 
for humanity if he were to endow a number 
of great manual training and technical 
schools instead of building libraries.”’ 
Members of the Chicago Teachers’ federa- 
tion met at Handel Hall yesterday and de- 
cited to renew their demand for the increase 
in salaries provided in the wege schedule 
adopted by the Board of Education in 1898. 
The officers of the federation’ reported that 
there will be a surplus of $100,000 on hand 
in the salary account .at the end of the 
present year, and that the School Board, if 
it desires, may follow the example of the 
city and other municipal corporations and 
draw on the tax levy of 1902 to meet any 
deficit caused.by the increase in salaries. 
Miss Caroline M.‘Towles, chairman, and 
Miss E. A. McKeon, secretary of the Head 
Assistants’ Pension committee, have pre- 
pared a card addressed to teachers in which 
they are urged to vote for Miss Grace Reed 
at the approaching election of two trustees 
for the teachers’ and schoel employés’ pen- 
sion and retirement fund. Mise Reed has 
been an energetic champion of the rights 
pf grade teachers for over six years. 
Twenty-seven candidates for positions as 
teachers of manual training in the Chicago 
schools finished their examination yesterday. 
The results of the examination will not be

GENIUS AND ART IN ACTING. 

When M. Odquelin was last in Chicago he 
talked readily and frankly about the secrets 
of his craft. “It is impossible,” he said, “ to 
depend on your impulses. It is fatal to 
think thet you must forget yourself and 
simply be natural, What is naturel in the 
drawing-room is unnatural on the stage. 
The stage requires a heightening of tones 
and a shifting of perspective in order to 
create the necessary illusion. Real life can 
be seen any day on the street. What one 
wants on the stage is an interpretation of 
life. The actor should, therefore, determine 
by study and observation just what tones 
and gestures will produce the effect he de-— 
sires, and it is these tones and gestures that 
he must employ and not those thet would 
naturally occur to him.” _ 
An illustration of this principle was given 
later by M. Coquelin in a contribution to 
Judge, in which he told the story of the time 
when, during a scene in which he was sup- 
posed to sleep, he actually dropped off into 
a little nmap. The paper the next morning 
said that M. Coquelin knew how to do every- 
thing on the stage except to sleep. “And 
the paper was right,” said M. Coquelin. 
“ Sleeping ought not be done on the stage 
just as it would be done in a bedroom.” 
Somewhat akin to M. Coquelin’s idea of 
science in acting is the instruction given in 
certain schools of elocution in Chicago. 
Pach emotion is expressed by a certain fixed 
combination of tone, pitch, and breath ex- 
pulsion. If the actor wishes to give an im- 
pression of majesty he uses tone 5, pitch 3, 
and breath expulsion 7, whereas, if he 
wishes to simulate terror, he needs tone 2, 
pitch 1, and breath expulsion 4. This sys- 
tem. apparently leaves little room for genius 
and depends largely upon art and discipline. 
The contrary system, however, is not 
without ite friends. There are many actors 
who obviously go through their parts be- 
Heving that if they feel fully the spirit of 
the character they are impersonating nature 
will direct them to a right expression of that 
feeling. If a man is chased by a bear, for 


instance, he does not need to look in his 


note book for the proper combination of 
pitch, tone, and breath expulsion in order 
to cry “ Help,” and to do it in a most con- 
vincing way. This system of “natural 
acting” relies then upon individual genius 
and not so much on discipline and instruc- 
tion. M. Coquelin meets its arguments by 
denying that it is desirable that a situation 


.on the stage should be an exact reproduction 


of a situation in actual life. 
Now comes Joseph Jefferson, and, in an 
address to the Friday club, says: “ Genius 
enables an actor to reproduce his work and 
art enables him to make it appear it has 


is the principle that has given the world 
Mr, Jefferson’s admirable acting it deserves 
the greatest respect, but is i not probable 
that if Mr. Jefferson had shifted his terms 
and had said: “It is art that enables an 
actor to reproduce his work and genius that 
enables him to make it appear it has been 
thought of for the first time,” we should 
haye meditated on that saying with equal 
reverence and with equal edification? 

The fact is that this whole quarrel be 
tween disciplined art and individual genius 
on the stage is so closely affected by the 
personality of each particular actor that it 
seems as if no general rule could ever be laid 
down. The “individual genius” system 
often produces work that is raw. The “ dis- 
ciplined art” system frequently results in 
work that is stiff and conventional. Bach 
actor is obliged to satisfy the needs and to 
‘remedy the defects of his own nature, and 
to this end he may require now one kind of 
training and now another. Sometimes he 
will depend upon technique, and again he 
will depend upon impulse. To which of the 
two he gives the upper hand will depend 
upon his temperament. | 

There are few principles or theories of act- 
ing that cannot point for confirmation of 
their claims to certain undeniably great 
actors who have thought that they owed to 
those principles or theories the success 
which they enjoyed.

toadollar. The result is a long and tedious 
correspondence and a legacy of bitterness 
and mutual recriminations. 

There is no doubt that a football team 
is an expensive form of luxury. It costs 
almost as much to support a team as to 
keep a stable of horses. There are the 
trainer and his assistants, the coach, the 
training table, the special kitchen, the train- 
ing quarters, the’ shower baths, the steam 
/baths, the rubber, the care of the grounds, 
the advertising, the equipment of the men 
with jerseys, sweaters, padded trousers, 
corked shoes, head-gears, nose-guards, ear- 
muffs, and shoulder-braces, the hospital de- 
partment with bandages, lotions, and medi- 
cal advice, and finally the expenses of trans- 
portation when the team goes on its tour. 
All these things cost money abd cost a great 
deal of it, but they also call attention to 
the two most obvious fauits in the present 
system. These faults many lovers of the 
game would like to see removed. 

’ In the first place, all the expenses men- 
tioned are excessive and a great many of 
them unnecessary. They are caused by 
the frantic competition among the colleges 
for athletic fame and for public recognition. 
What one college does, the other must do 
likewise, if it wishes to win. In this way 
expenses are pushed farther and farther 
until they approximate to the scale prevail- 
ing among those making athletics a business. 
In the second place, the college teams have 
ceased to’ be supported by the students as 
college enterprises and have come to de- 
pend upon public patronage. This develop- 
ment follows naturaily from the fact that 
few student bodies, are able to raise the 
‘enormous amount of money which is re- 
quired by present conditions. Now, the re-

JUDGE KOHLSAAT’S INJUNCTION. 
The views of Judge Kohlsaat im reference 
to the use of injunctions in labor contro- 
versies are those of the best Jegal authori- 
ties.

The Judge concedes without question the 
right of workmen to quit work severally or 
collectively, and to use peaceful means—the 
methods of moral suasion, not physical force 
—to persuade others to join with them in 
carrying out a strike. But these rights, he 
explains, must be so exercised as not other- 
wise to interfere with the right of every man 
to run his business in his own way, so that 
he keeps within the law in so doing, or to in- 
terfere with the right of every man to work 
or not to work, as he sees fit.

STUDYING AMERICAN METHODS. 
_ Several English railroad officials are now 
in this country for the purpose of studying 
the operation and management of Ameri- 
can roads. Another group recently returned 
to ngland after a similar trip of inspection. 
It is an interesting compliment which is thus 
being paid to the efficiency and success of 
American rai-: methods, The English- 
looking particularly into 


behind, A freight train in'this country will 
earry a load of 2,000 tons, for instance, 
while in Dngland the total haul would be 600 
tons. 

This greater capacity is made possible 


the English machine all over the world and : 
beating it. Opponents of the American loco- 
motive complain that it requires more coal, 
but that js not fully demonstrated. It is 
a less expensive machine than the English, 
and it -has infinitely greater hauling ability. 
In England not only freight-but passenger 
trains are frequently pulled by two engines. 
One great feature of the wonderful changes 
which have been wrought in the American ' 
system in the last few years is the economy | 
of operation. The train load is being in- 
creased steadily and it does not appear that 
the notable achievements of the past have 
exhausted all the possibilities in this direc- 
tion. 

The basis of American railroad financing 
is better. English investors can stand al- 
most anything but the reduction of divi- 
dends. In America an investor is content 
to wait and allow part of the earnings to 
be put back into the property, knowing | 
that he will benefit in the end. Millions 
upon millions of dollars have been spent 
in this way in raising the standard of prop- | 
erties here. Improvements in England are 
paid for by capital expenditures, which, of 
course, increase the liability. The capital 
per mile of English railroads is $250,000. 
and in this country it is about $60,000. 

In the first instance, English railroads 
were built more solidly than American prop- 
erties. But that has availed them little, 
because :their operating expenses were not 
reduced. Their position now is such that 
to earn even the decreased dividends they 
are obliged to charge such high rates that 
business is curtailed and their water com- 
pétitors are helped. Receipts from freight 
in 1900 increased only 2.6 per cent over the 


5.9 per cent in 1899. 

The time is ripe for improvements in the 
English system, and the “scrap heap,” used 
to such advantage by American business- 
men, is recommended. Larger freight cars 
and engines able to do more and better 
work, after the example of those in this 
country, are needed. In the meantime, it 
is likely that the favorable position of Amer- 
ican railroads will attract a growing volume 
of investment in their securities by English 
capitalists.

DRUNKENNESS LEGALLY DEFINED. — 

What is a “drunk”? There have been 
as many definitions as there are names for 
that condition and more kinds of drunken- 
ness have been described than Touchstone 
specified “degrees of the lie.” In Boston 
there will henceforth be no doubt as to what 
constitutes drunkenness,,for it has been 
legally defined by Judge Henry S. Dewey of 
the Central Municipal Court for the benefit 
of the police of that city. 

Mr. Michael W. Brick, set down as an ex- 


is the man who was the occasion of this 
luminous decision. He had been attending 
a political caucus and his actions justified 
the police in the belief that he was as 
“tight” as his name suggests. He showed 
his spirituous condition by breaking up fur- 


protested against his conduct, and making 
himself a general nuisance. The police 


thereupon arrested him, and the next morr- | 


ing he was brought before Judge Dewey. 
The Judge, after hearing both sides of 
the story, entered upon a long and compre- 
hensive statement of different degrees of 
intoxication, and finally decided that a man 
could not get drunk enough to come under 
the law’s penalty until he had achieved 
the conditions mentioned in the Century 
Dictionary’s definition: ‘‘ Drunk—Intoxicat- 
ed, inebriated; overcome, stupefied, or fren- 
zied by alcoholic liquor; used chiefly,in the 
predicate.” The police who made the ar- 
rest were certain Brick was “ drunk,” “ in- 
toxicated,” and “ inebriated,” but they could 


not affirm that he was “ stupefied or fren- 


zied by alcoholic liquor.” Henée Mr. Brick 
was discharged. 7 

The outcome of Brick’s night off at the 
club was, of course, agreeable to him, but 
the police of the Hub are both mystified and 
discouraged, and it need hardly be said that 
the members of the W. C. T. U. and pro- 
hibitionists are disgusted, and not without 
some show of reason. If Judge Dewey's 
decision is allowed to stand, plain, ordinary 
that is, drunkenness that fails 
just rt of frenzy or stupefaction, may be 
expected to increase alarmingly, and the 
community will have no police protection.

Dewey is the practical plan adopted by City 
Marsha! Asbury of Macon, Mo., who draws 
a chalk line on the station-house floor sixty 
feet in length.. The prisoner is directed to 
walk that line ftom end to end in presence 
of a committee of citizens. If he can walk 
it without wabbling he is discharged, but 
if he wabbles he is kept for trial. The test 
ig not always fair, for there are some per- 
sons Who cannot walk a chalk line and yet 
were never drunk in their lives. On the 
whole, however, it arrives at the state of 
inebriety with more certainty than any Bos- 
ton policeman can under the limitations of 
Judge Dewey's definition. 


| ANTIQUE “FAKES.” 
Andrew Lang in his charming manner dis- 
courses in the current number of the Inde- 
pendent upon antique “ fakes.” Asa collec- 


tor and criti¢ he has had long and wide ex- 


perience and anything he has to offer upou 
this subject is of more than ordinary :o- 
terest. The ingenuity of some of these 
“takers” is astonishing. Gem cutters, for 
instance, will take a real Greek gold ring 
with an unattractive subject on the stone 
and in the original stone make an intaglio 
of an important subject... They will then 
make a turkey swallow the trinket, kill 
the turkey, and “ produce a(fresh intaglio 
with all the marks of age which attrition 
in the crop of the bird can produce.” 

The missing frontispieces and title pages 
of books are now forged with ease, and 
the volumes sell as perfect originals at great 
prices. Swords of Wallace and axes of 
Bruce are quite common in Scotch collec- 
tions. Almost eyerything—pictures, books, 
ivories, enamels, caskets, gems, terra cot- 
tas, medallions, coins, autographs, stamps, 
furniture, and even mummies are now fabri- 
cated and palmed off on collectors, both 
Museums are just as 
Hable to be deceived as individuals. Mr. 
Lang knows of one museum which has a 
skull “in rock crystal, ancient Aztec work,” 
which has an Aryan, not an Aztec, look. An- 
other museum has “ a genuine mummied Tol- 
tec,’’ “a race prior to the Aztec, which is so 
surpassingly strange that doubt perplexes 
the judicial faculties of the mind. It has 
been heard to speak.” 7 

Mr. Lang himself has long been a col- 
lector, but he does not claim that his own 
collections are free from imposture. He 
says: “I verily believe that there isa forged 
guinea of James II. and VII. on my watch 
chain at this moment. If not, his Majesty 
had debased the currency.” The only com- 
fort extended by Mr. Lang is the recom- 
mendation that collectors must be careful 
and must guard themselves by actual knowi- 
edge by demanding the pedigree of each ob- 
ject, and “ partly by a kind of tact which 
is born of long and expensive experience.” 
“ Actual knowlddge” might be of service 
if there were such a thing as “ actual knowl- 
edge ” of articles centuries old. The “ pedi- 
gree’ is no protection. It does not require 
extraordinary skill to forge a “ pedigree” 
or enumerate collections. As to the “ tact,” 
that is of little avail so long as there are 
artists skillful enough to deceive even the 
elect. 

Apropos of this discussion, it was an- 
nounced the other day that the dealers in 
antiques in Italy and Germany and Greece 
had formed a combination to put up the 
prices of their new-old wares, and increase 
the product to meet the overwhelming de- 
mands of American tourists. Americans 
largely support the manufacture of antiques, 
though the English are not far behind us. 
It is little wonder that Mr. Lang asks, 
“ Could not America organize an interna- 
tional exhibition of ‘fakes’? It would be 
highly instructive.” Undoubtedly it would, 
but it would be hard to find Americans will- 
ing to admit they had been gulled. But 
without contributing anything bought 
abroad Americans could make a large and 
astonishing variety of antiques of the May- 
flower century niade during the closing years

If we secure advantages abroad 
by treaty, we must yield advantages in return, and those surrendered must in 
some degree affect competing industries at home. There is no other way to 
secure special privileges by reciprocity treaties. — 

- This policy necessarily brings conflict and strife between American in- 
terests. The wagonmaker will be willing to surrender the tariff on hides and 
leather if it will enable him to sell his wagons abroad, but the cattle-raiser 
will object. On the other hand, the cattle-raiser will consent to the reduction 
of the tariff on tinplate if it will improve the market for his beef, but the tin- 
plate man will object, and soon, In this warring of interests—this general 
scramble for artificial advantages in foreign markets, those Pte ep that 
have the largest political influence will likely fare the best.

Men are coming to know that ifan object is well proportioned and perfectly 
fitted for the uses to which it is to be put it has the principal elements of 
beauty, and that without these elements ornamentation will not qunsect its 
defects. 

Growing out of this feeling and out of the study that has been utente 
these various problems and organizations have grown societies having for 
their principal purpose the preservation of beautiful objects in landscape in 
public and private buildings, greater consistency and economy and more 
beauty in the design of our towns and cities. One of the first organizations 
of this kind was the Board of Trustees for Public Reservations in Massa- 
chusetts, of which a similar board has been organized in New York. Of na- 
tional organizations there are the American Park an Outdoor Art associa- 
tion, the League for Social Service, the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, the National League of Improvement Associations, and the National

One of the most 
able, energetic, and popular Irish leaders 
will be released from imprisonment tomor- 
row, when the gates of Kilmainham ‘will 


swing open for P. A. McHugh, six times 


Mayor of Sligo and member of Parllament 
for North Leitrim. Mr. McHugh is just 
terminating six months’ imprisonment In- 
flicted on him by Chief ‘Justice O’Brien, 
known as “Peter the Packer,” for his 


spirited denunciation of the vile system of 


jury packing by which the crown pounces 
om its selected political victims in Ireland, 
filling the box with its prejudiced partisans 
and leaving the accused not a chance of 
escape. McHugh, young fearless, and inde- 
fatigabie, is the Bayard of the Irish Pariia- 
mentary party. He has spent two previous 
terms in prison on account of not rene pe 
respecting the feelings of landgrabbers, 

those persons who rent farme from which 
rackrented tenants have been evicted. 
Originally a college professor, he is a grace- 
ful orator and able journalist—having been 
for many years owner and editor of thé Sligo 
Champion—and with voice and pen he is the 
chief bane of the Jandlord party in North 
Connaught.

Last spring, on the occasion of a 
notable Parliamentary storm, it took nine-~ 
teen to tear him from his bench 
in the House of Commons.

There are three classes of passenger 
The firat, operated under the Companie In- 
ternationale des Wagon-lite ét des Grando 
Expreso E n, which may be xi- 
mately designated as the grand train de luxe, 
and which leaves Moscow three times a 
month, is the train that was exhibited at the 
late world’s fair at Paris, and was 60 admired 
and created such favorable comment in rail- 
road circies throughout the two continents. 
This vestibule train runs on e fastest 
schedule time, makes the entire distance 
from Moscow to Irkutsk without change and 
with only necessary stops, and hauls only 

of the first and second class. We 
had an opportunity of getting a fair view of 
this train as it passed us on a siding, and 
from this somewhat . hasty inspection we 
would.say urhesitatingly that it is by far 
the handsomest train of railway coaches to 
be found in any land. The train combined 
first and second class accommodations, and 
Was composed of baggage car and four 
coaches, which latter were built entirely of 
light walnut wood in its natural rich finish. 
There were sleepers, dining, reading or Hi- 
brary cars, and an observation car at the 
rear; but descriptions of this celebrated train 
have already appeared so frequently that it 
is not necessary to describe it minutely 


Two Through Trains. 

_ Of the other two trains, one, known errone- 
ously to the general public in Russia and 
as the train de luxe, leaves Moscow 
semi-weekly and makes the trip to Irkutsk 
without whange in eight and a half days and 
with but few halts; and the other, of regular 
. daily train, which has one change at Tschel- 
jabinsk, travels on slow schedule time, stops 
at all stations, and takes two days longer to 
reach its destination. 

The semi-weekly train above referred to 
corresponds evidently to one of the many. 
fast express trains on the trunk lines in the 
United States, and is vestibuled and com- 
posed of mail and baggage cars, one or two 
sleepers, dining car, chair or readirig-car, and 
observation coach; and, from the cursory 
and incomplete examination allowed us, was 
apparently of about the same arrangement 
and interior finish as on a similar clase of 
American trains, 

We had expected to take ‘this train at 
Ssamara on the morning of July 26, but, fafi- 
ing to secure the n reservation by 
telegraph, found that there were only two 
vacancies, which were insufficient for our 
party of four, and so were compelled to wait 
until that afternoon and take the regular 
daily train. We knew that the travel on the 
Siberian road was quite large, 1,075,000 per- 
sons having been transported over the line 
in 1890, but we were not prepared to find this 
second train also much crowded. However, 
after applying to the necessary authorities, 
in which we were ever kindly assisted by Dr. 
Dsirne of Seamara, an extra coach was adda- 

_ ed, and we soon found ourselves en route for 


Train on Which He Traveled. 


It is not without interest to describe the 
train that was our habitation for eight days 
and nine nights. This was composed of 
baggage and postal cars and eight coaches 
or carriages, divided into three classes, the 
first, second, and third classes. The first- 
class coach was of the compartment pat- 
tern seen on the majority of European roads 
and not unlike the Wagner car, having a 
narrow passage or corridor running along 
the length of one side. This aisle is the com- 
mon passageway and affords room for two 
persons of ordinary dimensions to pass, but 
is of insufficient limit when persons of large 
avoirdupois and capacity of girth mest, as 
was amusingly demonstrated in the case 
of one of our party and mentioned in a 
former communication. Opening into this 
passage were eight compartments, con- 
taining each two berths, which were con 
verted into four double compartments or 
staterooms by communicating doors. These 
rooms were of comfortable sige, with long 
and broad seats, the back of the lower one 
lifting up to form the upger berth. There 
were two windows, one in each side, afford- 
ing» ample ventilation; the upholstery was 
of leather, protected by clean striped linen 
covers; the walis or sides were covered with 
a heavy glazed olive colored cloth of neat 
arabesque figure; the sliding doors had 
large mifrors in the upper panéls, and the 
wood work of the entire interior wes of black 
Walnut, finished in ofl. The space under 
the seats was occupied by hot water coils 
for heating; ample baggage racks. were 
placed along the side near the ceiling; 
candies in stationary lanterns furnished the 
light; and a. combination ladder and éesk 
formed an articie of furniture of great use

* The postal officials also wear the inevitable 
cap,. which is black with silver trimmings, 
double-breasted black sack coat with silver 
buttons, yellow and silver shoulder straps, 
silver braid on sleeves, black trousers having 
yellow cord down the side, and top boots. 

Besides there is the station master (or 
mistress), uniformed similarly to the train 
conductor, and the station guard, who stands 
at attention all resplendent in his gay ap- 
parel of white cap, white blouse coat girded 
at the Waist and ornamented with red straps 
on shoulders, red epaulets and brass but- 


tons, blue trousers, high boots and spurs, 


sword and revolver, and white cotten gloves. 


Management of the Trains, : 
‘The management.of the train is conducted 


‘with order, precision, and with a.pleasing 


quietude. There is no confusion or loud talk- 
ing on the train, or about the stations, and 
every order and command is issued alone by 
station bells and whistle of the locomotive. 


The Russians are proverbially a stolid and 


phiegmatic race at all times, little given to 
hilarity or loudness—even the usual city 
noises and hums being much less pronounced 
than in the new world—and nowhere is this 
more noticeabie than‘at their railway depots. 
When a train is about to depart the telegraph 
operator, besides furnishing the written 
orders to the conductor, conveys the leaving 
ordér to the stationmaster, who gives two 
taps tothe large bell that hangs at the 
entrance of every station. This {s the leaving 
signal, and in from three to five minutes is fol- 
lowed by three strokes,the order for leaving; 
this the conductor answers with his whistle, 
which in turn is recognized by a whistle from 
the locomotive, then a second whistle from the 
conductor, and again the engine replies, and 
the train quietiy moves out of the station. 
This is all that is heard or seen, there is ho 
bustle or hurrying to and fro, no long loco- 


motive blasts, no noise from escaping steam, | 


and nothing resembling the. familiar “ all 
aboard ”’ is ever to be heard. The train usu- 
ally arrives and departs on schedule time; 
and, notwithstanding, the fact that our train 
was a slow local one, with freqtent long and 
apparently unnecessary stops, we invariably 
left each station at the advertised hour. .

The government of Russia is doing every- 
thing to encourage emigration into Siberia 
and offers every facility td her emigrant 
travelers. There can be seen at many of 
the principal stations extensive wooden bar- 
racks for their accommodation, and at all 
of these sterilized hot and cold water and 
medicines from a well-supplied medicine 
chest, together with first ald services ren- 
dered by a competent person, are dispensed 
free of any cost. . 

The average stations are well lighted with 
kerosene oi] and the larger and more pre- 
tentious ones. have electric illuminations; 
and at’all of them is seen a row of painted 


fire. 

One of’the conspicuous objects connected 
with the road are the handsome and artistic 
towers that are seen at short inter- 
va 

These towers stand gome distance back 
from the track, are about fifty feet high, 
square or more oftén octagonal in shape, and 
are constructed of cut stone or brick up to 
about the height of thirty feet, where e 
second story, a8 it wetfe, of painted wood 
incloses the tank.

Low Gost of Travel. 

The cost of tafiroad travel in Siberia is 
remarkably cheap. A first-class ticket in 
the ordinary dally train from Moscow to 
Irkutek; .a distance of 6,107 versts, or 
8,404 2-8 miles, which iheludées transporta- 
tion and sleeping accommodations (without 
linen), her with stop-over privileges, ts 
sold at 75.60 rubles, or $88.25. a rate of one 
and ene-seventh cents per mile; and the sec- 
ond-class fare costs almost one-half, or 
45.85 rubles, or $23.02% of our currency, un- 
der three-fourths cent per mile. The third- 
class is but nominal in rate, which allows 
the poor and penniless emigrant to reach 
his destination in the faraway wilds,whither

fortune awalte him. 

On the grand train de luxe of the Inter- 
national company there is, in addition to 
the regular fare, an extra charge of 18.00 
rubles for the first-class and 11.84 rubles 
for the with still an additional 
ruble when the seat or berth is reserved 
ahead of train time.

When given in time 
this drug calms the headache even when it 
does not entirely cure it. But when taken. 
repeatedly the effect of the drug wanes. The 
system becomes habituated to it, and it no 
longer gives relief. Then as a substitute 
antifebrine or acetanilide may be given, or 
oxalgine or phenacetine. — 

Among the many other remedies which help’ 
in special cases are salicylate of soda, aconi- 
tine, bromide of chioral, and sul~ 
fonal. Aconitine is a dangerous medicine, 
however, and the others are of little use— 
the soda least of all. 

In general, however, sick headache ie the 
result of a generally bad condition of the body. 
or of a bad condition in some portion, and a 
general medical treatment is desirable to 
remove the cause and thus prevent a recur- 
rence of the'attack. Aenemic and chlorotic 
subjects should take ferrugineous medicines 
and should undergo hydropathic treatment.

“For a number of years much of: my life

plied to the vast, scantily peopled regions 
where cattle-ranching is the regular indus- 
try. During this time I hunted much, among 
the mountains and on the plafns, both asa 


‘pastime and to) procure hides, meat, and 


robes for use on the ranch; and it was my 
good luck to. kill all the various kinds of 
large game that can properly be considered 
to belong to the temperate North America. 

* In hunting, the finding and killing of, the 
game is, after all, but a part of the whole. 
The free, self-reliant, adventtrous life, with 
its rugged and stalwart democracy; the witd 
surroundings, the grand beauty of the scen- 


ery, the chance to study the ways and habits 


of the woodland creatures--all these urite 
to give to the career of the wilderness hunter 
its pecullar charm. The chase !s among the 
best of all national pastimes; it cultivates 
that vigorous manliness for the lack of which 
in a nation, as in an individual, the posses- 
sion of no other qualities can possibly atone. 

‘No one but he who has partaken thereof 
can understand the keen deiight of hunting 
in lonely lands. For him is the joy of the 
horse well ridden and the rifle well held; for 
him the. long days of toil.and hardship,reso- 
lutely endured, and crowned at the end with 
‘trigmph;...In after years there shail come 
forever to his mind the memory of end:ess 
prairies shimmering in the bright sun; of 
vast snow-clad wastes lying desolate under 
gray skies; of the melancholy marshes; of 
the rush of mighty rivers; of the breath of 
the evergreen forest Insummer; of the croon- 
ing of ice-armored pines at the touch of the 
winds of winter; of cataracts roaring be- 
tween hoary mountain masses; of all the

.% His Fight with a Grizzly. | 


The story. of how “the wilderness hunt- 


Killed a grizzly bear, one of the-most . 


dangerous animals in existence, has the 
flavor of the wild West.in it and through it. 
__“ I spent much of the fall of 1889 hunting 
on the headwaters of the Salmon and Snake 
in Idaho and along the Montana boundary 
line from the Big Hole Basin and the head 
of the Wisdom River to the neighborhood of 


Red Rock Pass and to the north and west of. 


Henry’s Lake. During the last fornight my 
contpanion was an old mountain man called 


77 


‘ Griff.’ was & crabbedly honest old fel- 
iow hunter, but he was worn 


‘out with age and rheumatism, and his temper 


had failed even faster than his bodily 
strength. After some high words I left him 
and struck off homeward through the -woods 
on my own account. 

“The country was, for the most part, 
fairly open, as I kept near the foothills, 
where glades and little prairies broke the 
pine forest. The trees: were of smal! size. 
There was no regular trail, but the course 
was easy to keep.and-I had no trouble of 
any kind save on the second day. That 
afternoon I was following a stream which 
at last ‘cafioned up”; that is, sank to the 
bottom of a cafion-like ravine impassable 


for a horse.: 1 started up a side valley, in-- 


tending ‘to cross from its head’ coulies to 
those of another valley which would lead 
in below the cafion. 

‘* At last, as I was thinking of turning to- 
ward camp, I stole up to the crest of one of 
the ridges and looked over into a valley 
some sixty yards off. Immediately I caught 
the loom of some lafge, dark: object, and 
another glance showed me a big grizzly 
walking slowly off with his head down. He 
was quartering to me, and I fired into his 
flank, the bullet, as I afterward found, rang- 
ing forward and piercing one lung. At the 
shot he uttered a loud, moaning grunt, while 
I raced obliquely.down the hill to cut him 
off. After going :a few hundred feet he 
reached a laurel thicket, some thirty yards 
broad and two or three times as long, which 
he did not leave. I ran up to the edge and 
halted, not liking to venture into the mass of 
twisted, close growing stems and glossy foli- 
age. Moreover, as I halted I heard him utter 
a peculiar, savage kind of whine from the 
heart of the brush. *Accordingly I began to 
skirt the edge, standing on tiptoé and gazing 
earnestly to see if I could not catch a glimpse 
of his hide. When I was at thé narrowest 
part of the thicket he suddenly left it direct- 
ly. opposite and then wheeled and. stood 
broadside to me on thé hillside, a little above. 
He turned his head stiffly toward me; scarlet

‘ences as a-hunter, however, has attracted 
the public attention that followed his hunt- 
ing trip into the Coyote Basin of Colorado 
in the winter of 1900. ‘The exaggerations of 
certain newspaper correspondents tended to 
rob the expedition. of much of its significance 
‘at the time, but the final roundup of the hunt 
showed a remarkable bag of game at a time 
when the close season was on for most Rocky 
Mountain quarry. In that hunt Mr. Roose- 


velt. himself

John Goff, one of the noted’ guides of the 
Rocky Mountain country, accompanied the 
Vice President4on this hunt. With the guide

In Touch with the West. 
As ranchman, cowboy, and hunter in this 


‘Western world, the new President of the 


United States has come into closer touch 
with the plains and mountain country of the 
West than has been possible to any other 
President before him. Perhaps only Wash- 
ington, in his life as’ surveyor and. Indian 
fighter, ever had such an insight into pioneer 
life. Not the least significant of President 
Roosevelt's lessons in Western manners and 
methods ‘were those by which he came to a 
knowledge of some of the “ bad men’”’ of the 
woolly wilds. His meeting with Long Ike 
away back in the ’80s followed a big hunt in 
the Yellowstone country. 
This Long Ike had been accorded the ability 
to whip his weight in wildcats. No one ever 
had seen him doit. It was enough that his 
reputation in that Mne was established. It 
had been one of Long Ike’s chief divertise- 
ments for years to step in front of a tender- 
foot, who hed poured his drink, take the red 
liquor at a gulp and leave the tenderfoot 
standing wide-eyed at his nerve. And this 
was the joke which on that autumn after- 
noon Long Ike attempted upon the man who 
was to become President of the United States. 
Then something happened... Ike had been 
so certain that the stranger would submit 
that he did not take the precaution to make 
his customary bluff with his revolver. Be- 
fore he could swallow the liquor, however, 
Roosevelt was on him like a catamount. An 
exp-rt wrestler, he threw the bully in a heap. 
Then he turned him over, stood him up, and 
ran him outdoors, taking the revolver away 
from him inthe run.
